Golden Gate Bridge direct­

President Matt Graham of 
San Rafael called the commit­ 
tee meeting for 10:30 a m. next 
Friday. It would consider a pro­ 
posal by the New York engin­ 
eering firm of Ammann 
and 
Whitney for a $50.000 pre-pre­ 
liminary study of engineering 
feasibility of a second deck. 


But San Francisco director 
Daniel Del Carlo warned that 
increasing the number of lanes 
acro.-s the bridge is like "put­ 
ting two necks on a bottle.” 
Widening the bridge will not be 
effective unless roads leading 
to it are greatly improved, he 
said. 


Director Bon Lerer of San 
Francisco said the bridge man­ 
agement should “ take some in­ 
itiative" in the planning of a 
second bridge whether it be 
built by the bridge district or 


some other agency. 
He suggested a special com­ 
mittee of directors be set up to 
expedite such 
planning 
and 
warned that it would take sev­ 
en to 10 years to build another 
crossing 
Murphy 
stressed 
that "we 
need a new bridge, possibly 
one to earn- rapid transit Let s 
get it." 
The directors also called on 


their financial adviser. Arthur 
Young and Co to produce an 
overdue special report on how 
bridge accounting procedures 
could be tightened They also 
heard that September traffic

creased four and one-half per 
cent above the samp period last 
year and revenue had gone up 
four per cent to a total $425,-

Kennedy Signs 
Self-Employed 
Pension Bill 


WASHINGTON -? - 
Presi­ 
dent John F Kennedy’s sign­ 
ing of the self-employed pen­ 
sion bill was interpreted today 
as a peace gesture to the doc­ 
tors who opposed his program 
of health care for the elderly. 


Kennedy has been depicted 
as reluctant to let the measure 
become law, It permits self-em­ 
ployed persons such as doctors 
and lawyers to set 
up 
tax- 
eased pensions for themselves 
and their employees. 


The fact that the president 
wasn't very pleased with the 
bill seemed to he substantiated 
by his silence in signing it. The 
usual White House statement 
and ceremonies which accom­ 
pany such actions 
were con­ 
spicuously missing. 


Reports of the president’s re­ 
luctance 
were so widespread 
that Sen. George A Smathers 
D-Fla), sponsor of the bill, 
contributed his efforts toward 
keeping Congress in session so 
the measure could he pocket- 
vetoed.

petition, with 24 signatures, 
was filed late Tuesday in the 
county clerk’s office by Muir 
Beach writer, C h a r l e s A. 
Borden. 
The petition asks for recall 
on grounds that "without ad­ 
vance notice to his constitu­ 
ents he (Brown) abetted in the 
selection of an engineer .and 
bonding counsel" and other­ 
wise proceeded toward devel­ 
opment of a project ' which if 
approved would be a direct tax 
against the property of a ma- 
joritv of his constituents, and 
would include among o t h e r 
costs a $12,000 fee for engi 
neering, legal and administra­ 
tive costs." 
It also states that Brown has 
been "less than diligent in di­ 
recting and seeing that the 
present water system is main­ 
tained efficiently. 
"He acted." the p e t i t i o n 
reads, 
‘ against 
the 
interest 
and request of a responsible 
and representative group of 
district property owners by his 
denial and negative attitude to­ 
ward a petition presented to 
the board b> 80 per cent of 
the resident home owners." 
The “ denial” refers to the 
storms meeting of the hoard 
Oct. 3 at which time Borden. 


' acting as spokesman, presented 
a petition to the hoard asking 
that

He Says Meeting May Bring 


World 'Unity Of Mankind' 


VATICAN CITY TrPD — Pope’ 
John X X III, portly, fatherly 
figure in white, today opened 
the 21st Ecumenical Council of 
the Homan Catholic Church 
that he said may pave the way 
for the “ unity of mankind.” 
With the scene and the 80- 


year-old Pontiff's words broad­ 
cast through space by tho Tel 
star satellite, the Church in a 
four hour and 38 minute cere­ 
mony began the task of attun­ 
ing itself to the nuclear age. 
From the great basilica of St. 
Peters the Pope addressed Ins 
words to all people as well as 
the 3,000 Roman Catholic lead­ 
ers 
and 
about 50 observers 
from other Christian faiths as­ 
sembled for the conclave. 


Pope 
John 
spoke for 37 
minutes after an inaugural 
Mass and a magnificent pro­ 
cession of richly-garbed prel­ 
ates 
which 
made its way 
through St. Peter's Square to 
the sound of pealing church 
hells and the cheers of more 
than 150,000 spectators. 


“ I/Ong live the Pope,’* they 
cried in a multitude of lang- 
guages. 
The traditional Italian lan­ 
guage cheer of “ Viva il Papa” 
was repeated inside the Basili­ 
ca after the Pope's speech 
The Pope, who 
descended 
from his portable throne to en­ 
ter and walk down the aisle of 
the ancient church converted 
into a modern council chamber 
with electronic novelties, was 
buoyant in the enthusiasm of 
opening the first 
Ecumenical 
Council in almost a century. 
Historically, it will be known 
as the Second Vatican Council, 
held on the site where the Ho­ 
man emperor Nero once fed 
Christians to the lions. It is the 
largest council in history, with 
prelates present from 53 conn 
tries on tho six continents, and 
the first 
to be 
attended by 
protestant observers. 
The Pope set the tone of op­ 
timism with his opening words: 
“ Mother church rejoices. 
For those of the non-Catholic 
observers who did not compre­ 
hend the ancient Latin tongue, 
Vatican interpreters mumured 
discretely 
the 
translation in 
modern languages. 


When he finished his ad­ 
dress, Pope John ga\e his 
apostolic benediction, left his 
throne, and mounted his ges- 


tatorial chair — or portable 
throne. Then, to the applause 
of the cardinals, archbishops 
and other prelates, and the 
playing of a Imnn on the 
great organ, he was carried 
out of the basilica. 


A few minutes after the cer­ 
emonies ended, the Pontiff ap­ 
peared at the window of his 
apartment to impart his bene­ 
diction to 8,000 persons in the 
square below 
including many 
of tin* council fathers who had 
ju-4 left the basilica. 
The obviously pleased Pope 
waved 
his hands and 
said, 
“ Well, good afternoon.” There 
was a murmur of amusement 
from the crowd. 
Pope John, whose church 
must face the materialism, sec­ 
ularism, and the atheism epit­ 
omized by world communism, 
confronted the issue frrankly 
in his 4,000-word speech 
“ The great p r o b l e m con­ 
fronting the world alter almost 
2.000 years, 
r e m a i n s 
un­ 
changed.’’ he said. “ Christ is 
ever resplendent as the center 
of his history and of life. Men 
are either with Him and If is 
church . . . or else they are 
without Him and against Him 
Those who are against God.” 
he said, “give rise to contusion, 
to 
bitterness in human rela­ 
tions, and to constant dangers 
of fratricidal wars.” 
At the same time, the Pope 
made clear Christianity ha<l to 
keep pace with a world in the 
dawn of the space age. 


The pontiff spoke from a 
special podium erected he 
fore the central altar of St. 
Peter’s which underwent an 
astonishing transformation to 
accommodate this 12th Ecu­ 
menical Council 
in 
almost 
2,000 years of Christianity. 


Just before he spoke tin* Rus­ 
sian 
Orthodox 
Church 
an­ 
nounced 
in 
Moscow that it 
would send two observers - 
Yitali Borovoi, its representa- 
tive in Geneva, and Vladimir 
Kotliarov, deputy head of a 
church mission in Jerusalem. 
A handful of c h u r c h m e n 
from some of the other com­ 
munist 
countries 
also 
were 
able to attend. 
Pope John spoke in an obvi­ 
ously optimistic mood. 
“ We feel we must disagree 
with those prophets of gloom 
who are always forecasting dis- 


Kennedy Si gns Postage Hi ke Bi l l 
WASHINGTON W — President .John F. Kennedy 
today signed a bill raising postage rates, and boosting 
salaries for more than a million federal employees. 
Kennedy hailed it as an important step toward put­ 
ting the postal system on a self-sustaining basis and mak­ 
ing federal jobs more attractive. 
Among the changes: first class mail will cost five 
cents, air mail eight cents beginning next Jan. 7. 
With legislators who worked on the bill and repre­ 
sentatives of postal unions watching, Kennedy put his 
signature to the legislation in his White House office 
as the first item on his day's schedule.

domestic use but for providing 
badly needed fire protection." 
It also listed five “assinities." 
They arc. in brief form, that 
Borden tried to convey that the 
assessment district is undemo­ 
cratic, that Borden raised fears 
that pumping tests on the pres­ 
ent well might result in salting 
of the well, that Borden claims 
the district has been ad\iscd 
that any further development 
of the present well site is in­ 
advisable. that Borden main­ 
tains that planned development 
on former Weil property will 
obtain special advantages out 
of the proposed water improve­ 


ment program and. lastly, that 
Borden conveyed the impres­ 
sion that “ by withholding wa­ 
ter the community of Muir 
Beach can prevent develop­ 
ment in the area.'’ 
Borden, answering the letter 
yesterday, said “ in order not 
to obscure the basic issue be­ 
hind personal ones I will not 
dignify the attack on my in­ 
tegrity by reply. 
“ Everyone in the community 
should give the open letter

Watson S. Clifford, and its at­ 
torney, Edwin V. Ness. 
“ Muir Beach has the poorest 
water in the state,” Brown said. 
“ It’s rusty and untreated well 
water. It requires treatment 
and it's the prime duty of the 
board to work to improve it.” 
County Health Officer Wil­ 
liam L. Desmond, who says his 
department takes samples of 
the water monthly, added that 
though the water system is sub­ 
standard. it is not unsafe from 
a health standpoint. 
“ The water is high in iron 
content." he said, “ having 30 
parts per million, almost like 
a flat iron It's terrible. It's not 
brackish, however,” he said. 
Desmond also said he is per­ 
sonally well acquainted with 
the district which has “ water 
lines sticking out of the streets. 
. . . There is an awful lot to be 
desired. . . . They are out of 
water sometimes for days at a 
time.”

NEW YORK W— In judging 
which way the stock market v 
likely to jump don't count out 
the foreign holders of Ameri­ 
can common stocks. 


What they think of the 
prospects for good or had 
times ahead in the I n i t e d 
States— the chances of high­ 
er profits or of a profit 
squeeze, the outlook for capi­ 
tal gains or losses, and par­ 
ticularly their views of indi­ 
vidual companies—can have 
important, if limited, effect 
on prices on Wall Street. 


Foreigners hold V S. com­ 
mon stocks valued currently at 
nearly 12 billion dollars. Any 
crisis selling—like that at the 
time of the Suez Canal pinch 
on Europe's economy — might 
be felt in American exchanges. 
I ’sually foreign assessment 
of the situation here lines up 


pretty much with American in­ 
vestors’ ideas. But the view 
from a distance sometimes can 
oc different. In recent months 
Europeans 
have 
been 
quite 
frco in offering Washington ad­ 
vice on how to handle its monc- 
ary and trade policies. 
And what Europeans, Cana­ 
dians and others think of how 
the American economy is shap­ 
ing up could be important in 
setting some future stock mar­ 
ket trends. 


Americans, in turn, hol d 
seme I \ billion dollars in 
common sti ck of foreign cor­ 
porations. In the last few 
years the \olume of these 
holdings has fluctuated more 
than has that of foreign in­ 
vestment in American ven­ 
tures. 
V, S. investors woke up late 
to the opportunities offered by 
a revived European economy. 
And recently they have been 


disappointed in the downturn 
of European stock prices, like 
those of American stocks, and 
have cut their holdings. 


International bankers cite 
the 12 billion dollars of I . S. 
storks held abroad and the 
11 billion dollars of foreign 
stocks held here to point the 
moral that today the finan­ 
cial communities of the world 
are perhaps as closely tied 
as are the international po­ 
litical policies. 


While stock investments are 
the easiest to dispose of, di­ 
rect investment by foreigners 
in American business also play 
an increasing role in the I . S. 
economy. Such investment — 
foreign controlled enterprises 
here like Shell Oil, Lipton, Fe­ 
ver Brothers, Bowater Paper— 
has increased in value three­ 
fold in the past 20 years. It 
now totals 7.5 billion dollars.

After a 10-year, some- 
times turbulent history, Ma­ 
rin County's multi-million- 
dollar civic center will be 
dedicated Saturday. 
The initial unit of the 
center is nearly completed. 
Construction of the remain­ 
ing units is not expected to 
begin for four years. 
The idea of a civic center 
was s t i mu l a t e d in 1952 
when the county government 
began to expand rapidly. The 
board of supervisors earmarked 
S 1.250,000 for an addition to 
ihe courthouse. But construc­ 
tion was delayed at the request 
of chambers of commerce and 
other community organizations 
pending a thorough survey of 
need. This was conducted by 
the planning department and 
special consultants. 


The resultant report, made 
in August, 1952, urged pur­ 
chase of one of four sites for 
a government center. It was 
put to a popular vote, and 
two choices appeared on the 
November ballot: To spend 
1.5 million dollars to build 
additions to the courthouse 
in downtown San Rafael or 
to spend 3.5 million dollars 
to buy land and build a ci\ic 
center somewhere else. Vot­ 
ers emphatically said “ no*’ 
to both propositions. 


More studies were a^ked by 
the supervisors. Two citizens' 
advisory 
committees 
recom­ 
mended purchase of the 140- 
acre Santa Yenetia site. 
For 
six months the county held an 
exclusive option on the prop­ 
erty at a price of $237,000. The 
option expired without action. 
W h e n negotiations were re­ 
sumed. the price had risen to 
$377,000. 
Condemnation 
proceedings 
were instituted but were held 
to be improperly prepared and 
were thrown out of court. A 
voar later negotiations l>egan

again, and finally, in April, 
1956. the land was bought for 
$426.108. 


Another survey that same 


year indicated county offices 
occupied 58.995 square feet 
when, for efficient function­ 
ing, they should occupy over 
101.000 square feet. 


During 1956 and 1957 the 
board of supervisors, with the 


help of department heads, in­ 
terviewed 24 architects who 
might design a civic center. 


At the same time, a $600,- 


000 courthouse addition was 
built to satisfy 
immediate 


needs of the courts. 


Following 
interviews 
with 
architects, the board signed a 
c o n t r a c t with Frank Lloyd 
Wright Julv 30. 1957. Wright

First reactions to the plans 
were either enthusiastic or in­ 
sulting. They were displayed 
throughout the county and ap­ 
proved by the board April 28, 
1958. 


Wright’s own comment on 


his design was: “ In .Marin 


County you have one of the 
most beautiful landscapes 1 
have seen, and I am proud to 
make the buildings of this 
county characteristic of the 
beauty of the county.” 


The 
construction 
firm

Rothschild, Raff in and Wei rick. 
Inc.. submitted a low bid of 
$3,230.200. Ground was brok­ 
en in February, I960, and work 
began the following month. 
Plans for the civic center fre­ 
quently had rough going at the 
hands of the board of super­ 
visors. and on Jan. 11. 196!. the 
famous work stoppage 
took 
place. Six days later, 125 work­ 
ers were pulled off the job, 
and a study began to consider 
use of the center as a county 
hospital. 


A public opinion poll was 
conducted by the Independent- 
Journal. resulting in 8,152 peo­ 
ple against the stoppage and 
1.225 in favor. Work resumed 
Jan. 17. 
The first unit, or administra­ 
tion building, will be occupied 
by about lia If the county’s de­ 
partments.

Excessive Salt Intake Linked 
< 
High Blood Pressure In Test 


By DELOS SMITH 


NEW YORK (UPD—Some per­ 
sons have to consume as much 
as 30 times more salt than oth­ 
er persons in order to taste 
1 salt, and this is medical sci­ 
ence’s newest evidence that 
salt consumption is somehow 
involved in causing persistent 
high blood pressure. 
Physiological scientists gen­ 
erally believe there is some 
kind of link between salt in 
the diet and high blood pres­ 
sure. The accumulated evidence 
in support of such a link is 
voluminous, and some scien­ 
tists believe salt is the cause 
or among the causes of the 
disease. 


But just 
how 
salt could 
produce such an effect re­ 
mains in the realm of theory. 
The 
newest 
evidence 
sug­ 
gests it could he related to 
quantity— that a little salt is 
harmless hut large amounts 
are dangerous. 


Three scientists took the new 
evidence from comparisons of 
1 the salt-tasting abilities of 20 
persons with persistent high 
blood pressure (or essential hy­ 
pertension 
in technical lan­ 
guage) and 20 persons whose 
pressures 
were 
consistently 
normal. 
Cups of water were arrayed 
on a table in rows of four In 
each row one cup of water was 
flavored either with salt or su- 
i gar. In each row the flavored 
water varied in intensity of 


flavoring, from the very slight j 
to the overpoweringly strong, j 
The hypertensives and the! 
normals went to this table one 
} by one, sipped from each cup, 
spat out the sip and washed j 
out the mouth before sipping 
from the next. And each sub­ 
ject said whether he tasted any- j 
thing in the water, and wheth­ 
er the taste was of salt or 
sugar. 


There were no differences 
between their abilities to dis­ 
tinguish the sweet taste. But 
in the salt tasting test, the 
hypertensives, in the main, 
had to get to the very strong 
solutions before they tasted 
salt, while most of the nor­ 
mals tasted salt in \ery weak 
solutions. 


In a few instances there was 
no difference between an in­ 
dividual hypertensive and his 
! “ control,” and in one instance 
the normal “ control” needed 
more salt than the hyperten­ 
sive in order to taste salt But 
the positive variations between 
hypertensives 
and 
normals 
were in the big majority and 
were dramatic—ranging from 
twice as much salt to more 
than 30 times more salt. 
The scientists were Norma 
Eallis. Louis Lasagna and Eeon 
Tetreault of the Johns Hopkins 
University, Baltimore. Lasagna 
is associate professor of medi­ 
cine. To them their evidence 
meant “ hypertensives may eat 
more salt because they cannot 


taste it as well as can normo- 
tensive individuals.” 
This, of course, does not 
mean salt is among the causes 
of the disease which is a great 
though secondary killer of peo­ 
ple ifi that it sets them up for 
heart attacks, kidney malfunc­ 
tions and other lethal ills. It 
could he, the scientists said, 
that high salt intake among 
hypertensives reflects either 
the nature of the disease or the 
treatment for it. 


The next item for Investi­ 
gation is to find out if the 
brothers, 
sisters, 
children 
and parents of their hyper- 
tensors have the same effect 
in salt tasting. 


Another is to follow the nor­ 
mals who had to take in a lot 
of salt to taste salt, to see if 
they develop high blood pres­ 
sure. These investigations, they 
said, could strengthen the evi­ 
dence that excessive salt in­ 
take is a cause and that it is 
due to a tasting defect which 
may be inherited.

Pope Opens Vatican Council 


He Says Meeting May Bring 


World 'Unity Of Mankind' 


VATICAN C ITY TPD 
- Popo 
John X X III, 
portly, 
fatherly 
figure jn white, today opened 
the 21st Ecumenical Council of 
the Homan Catholic Church 
that he said may pave the way 
for the “ unity of mankind." 
With the scene and the 80- 
vcar-old Pontiff's words broad­ 
cast through space by the Tel 
star satellite, the Church in a 
four hour and 38-minute cere­ 
mony began the task of attun­ 
ing itself to the nuclear age. 
From the great basilica of St. 
Peter's the Pope addressed his 
words to all people as well as 
the 3,000 Roman Catholic lead­ 
ers 
and 
about 50 observers 
from other Christian faiths as­ 
sembled for the conclave. 


Pope 
John 
spoke for 37 


minutes after an inaugural 
Mass and a magnificent pro­ 
cession of richly garbed prel­ 
ates 
which 
made its way 


through St. Peter s Square to 
the sound of pealing church 
hells and the cheers of more 
than 150,000 spectators.

cried in a multitude of 
guages. 
The traditional Italian lan­ 
guage cheer of “ Viva ¡1 Papa” 
was repeated inside the Basili­ 
ca after the Pope s speech 
The Pope, who 
descended 
from his portable throne to en 
ter and walk down the aisle ol 
the ancient church converted 
into a modern council chamber 
with electronic novelties, was 
buoyant in the enthusiasm of 
opening the first 
Ecumenical 
Council m almost a century. 
Historically, it will be known 
as the Second Vatican Council, 
held on the site where the Ro­ 
man emperor W ro once fed 
Christians to the lions. It is the 
largest council in history, with 
prelates present from 53 coun 
tries on the six continents, and 
the first 
to be 
attended by 
protestant observers. 
The Pope set the tone of op 
Umurn with Ins opening words: 
‘Mother church rejoices. 
For those of the non-(’atholic I 
observers who did not compre­ 
hend the ancient Latin tongue. 
Vatican interpreters mumured 
discretely 
the 
translation in 
modem languages. 


When he finished his ad­ 
dress, Pope John gave his 
apostolic benediction, left his 
throne, and mounted his ges- 


tatorial chair — or portable 
throne. Then, to the applause 
of the cardinals, archbishops 
and other prelates, and the 
placing of a h\mn on the 
great organ, he was carried 
out of the basilica. 


A few' minutes after the cer­ 
emonies ended, the Pontiff ap­ 
peared at the window of his 
apartment to impart his bene­ 
diction to 8,000 persons in the 
square below 
including many 
of the council fathers w In» had 
just left the basilica. 
The obviously pleased Pope 
waved 
his hands 
and 
said, 
“ V eil, good afternoon.'’ There 
was a murmur of amusement 
from the crow d. 
Pope John, whose church 
must face the materialism, sec­ 
ularism, and the atheism epit­ 
omized by world communism, 
confronted the issue frrankly 
in Ins 1.000-word speech 
‘ The great p r o b l e m con* 
fronting tin* wot Id a111*r almost 
2.000 years,

ever resplendent as the center 
of his history and of life. Men

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TOLD BLUNTLY TO GET IN POLITICS 
School Aides Hear Facts Of Life 


By BRYCE W. ANDERSON 
Jerome W a 1 d i e, majority 
leader of the California State 
Assembly, startled Marin Coun­ 
ty school administrators last 
night with some facts of politi­ 
cal life. 
There were g a s p s from 
among the audience of about 
70 as Waldie, Contra C o s t a 
County Democrat, bluntly told 
a joint dinner meeting of the 
Marin C o u n t y Elementary 
School Principals and Adminis­ 
trators Assn. at Sabella’s Rest­ 
aurant in Alto that: 
1. Classroom teachers within 
the California Teachers Assn. 
need to hire their own lobbyist 
if they want the legislature to 
believe that CTA speaks for 
them. 
2. The CTA Ignored a basic 
fact of political life by having 
its bills in a Democratic-con- 
trolled legislature introduced 
by a Republican. 
3. Teachers and school ad­ 
ministrators had better talk 
with the legislators of their 
own districts if they expect to 
make their problems under­ 


stood in Sacramento. 
On the first point, Waldie 
pointed out that school admin- 
I istrators, although they belong 
to CTA, have their own organi- 
: zations with Sacramento lobby- 
| ists, yet the classroom teachers 
do not. 


“It is amazing how fre­ 
quently the CTA position Is 
in concurrence with the ad­ 
ministrators’ associations,” 
he said. 


Little wonder then, said Wal­ 
die. that the Legislature tend­ 
ed to believe the contention of 
the A Fly CIO American I-Vd- 
| oration of Teachers that it. 
. rather than CTA, spoke for the 
j classroom teachers. 
On the second point, he not­ 
ed that “for 50 years the non­ 
partisan CTA has been intro­ 
ducing its bills quite properly 
through Republican legislators, 
but it failed to note that the 
political climate had changed 
in 1961 and the Democrats now 
have the majority party in Sac­ 
ramento.” 
On the third point, he asked 
that “everyone present who 


knows Assemblyman (William 
T.) Bagley personally r a i s e 
your hands.” He had to repeat 
the request twice before about 
one out of 10 raised his hand. 
“You also, I m i g h t add. 
should know his opponent.” 
commented 
Waldie. 
< Bagley, 
Republican incumbent, is op­ 
posed by Democrat Robert D. 
Carrow for the Marin-Sonoma 
Assembly seat in the Nov. 6 
election.) 


“I think you are going to 
ha\e to get some political 
awareness,” said the speaker. 
“Bob McKay (the ( T Vs vet­ 
eran lobbyist in Sacramento) 
cannot speak for you to As­ 
semblyman Bagley the way 
you can speak to Assembly­ 
man Bagley.” 
In introducing Waldie, Coun­ 
ty Supt. Virgil S. Hollis said, 
“Most of us feel the 1961 legis­ 
lature was the most disastrous 
to education in the history of 
California.” 
Waldie said the session pro­ 
duced “perhaps some intem­ 
perate legislation dealing with 
education.” but defended its 


major acts as attempts to gain 
needed reforms. 
He said the provision of the 
Casey Act which requires that 
60 per cent of a school dis­ 
trict’s operating b u d g e t be 
spent for classroom teacher 
salaries needs some revision to 
include some other positions 
which assist the c l a s s r o o m 
teachers but are not now' in­ 
cluded in the 60 per cent. But 
he said he firmly supports the 
philosophy of that act. 


He said the Fi.sher Act. em­ 
bodying m a n y recommenda­ 
tions of the Citizens’ Advisor. 
Committee on Education, was 
amended b e f o r e passage to 
eliminate most of the objec­ 
tions raised by the CTA- yet 
the CTA continued to oppose 
it. 


The primary issue of the 
next 
legislature 
regarding 
education, he predicted, will 
be restoration of state aid 
to school districts, which was 
reduced last year, “but how 
that's to be done is going to 
be a real problem.” He said 
he was opposed to raising 


the additional funds through 
the property tax. 
Asked regarding school dis­ 
trict unification, Waldie de­ 
clared it is necessary. He said 
he was one of three members 
of 
the 
Assembly 
Education 
Committee who opposed a two- 
year extension on the deadline 
for submitting county unifica­ 
tion plans, and one of only 
eight assemblymen who voted 
! against the extension on the 
floor. Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
vetoed the extension. 
However. Waldie admitted 
ruefully that unifying school 
districts “is going to be ex­ 
tremely difficult politically.. . . 
There are too many little em­ 
pires that are threatened by 
this.”

While stock investments are 
the easiest to dispose of, di­ 
rect investment by foreigners 
in American business also play 
an increasing role in the U. S.

History 


After a 10-year, s o m e ­ 
times turbulent history, Ma­ 
rin County's multi-million- 
dollar civic center will be 
dedicated Saturday. 
The initial unit of the 


center is nearly completed. 
Construction of the remain­ 
ing units is not expected to 
begin for four years. 
The idea of a civic center 


was stimulated in 1952 
when the county government 
began to expand rapidly. The 
Iroard of supervisors earmarked 
$1.250.000 for an addition to 
the courthou>e. But construc­ 
tion was delayed at the request 
of chambers of commerce and 
other community organizations 
pending a thorough survey of 
need. This was conducted by 
tlie planning department and 
special consultants. 


The resultant report, made 


In \ugust, 1952, urged pur­ 
chase of one of four sites for 
a government center. It was 
put to a popular vote, and 
two choices appeared on the 
November ballot: To spend 
1.5 million dollars to build 
additions to the courthouse 
in downtown San Rafael or 
to spend 3.5 million dollars 
to buy land and build a civic 
center somewhere else. Vot­ 
ers emphatically said “ no" 
to both propositions, 


More studies were a>ked by 
the supervisors. Two citizens’ 
advisory 
committees 
recom­ 
mended purchase of the 140- 
iicre Santa Yenetia site. 
For 
six months the county held an 
exclusive option on the prop­ 
erty at a price of $237.000. The 
option expired without action, 
W h e n negotiations were re­ 
sumed. the price had risen to 
$377.000. 
Condemnat ion 
proceedings 
were instituted but were held 
to be improperly prepared and 
were thrown out of court. A 
vear later negotiations began

help of department heads, in­ 
terviewed 24 architects who 
might design a civic center. 


At the same time, a $600,- 


000 courthouse addition was 
built to satisfy 
immediate 


needs of the courts. 


Following 
interviews 
with 
architects, the board signed a 
c o n t r a c t with Frank Lloyd 
Wright July 30. 1957. Wright 


came to Marin March 25, 1958.

plans. 


First reactions to the plans 
were either enthusiastic or in­ 
sulting. They were displayed 
throughout the county and ap­ 
proved by the board April 28, 
; 1958. 


Wright's own comment on

Plans for the civic center fre­ 
quently had rough going at the 
hands of the lx>ard of super­ 
visors. and on Jan. 11. 1961. the 
famous work stoppage took 
place. Six days later, 125 work­ 
ers were pulled off the job, 
and a study began to consider 
use of the center as a county 
hospital.

Even Measures Passed Show 


Democrats Don't Act Together 


WASHINGTON'—Like Hur- 
ricane Daisy, the first Ken­ 
nedy Congress adjourns in a 
fenzy of action. Two different 
estimates of its record are 
valid. It has finally approved 
a solid and significant pack­ 
age of Kenendy’s requests, 
much to please the President 
and much he can praise as he 
goes to the country to ask the 
voters to give him more pro- 
Kennedy Democrats. 


Judged by the tremendous 
volume of requests which the 
White House heaped upon 
Congress and the promises he 
made during the campaign, 
this Congress turned against 
the President far more often 
than it supported him. 


ITS POSITIVE record of 
Kennedy measures enacted is 
a good one and quite consid­ 
erable. 
Its negative record of Ken­ 
nedy measures 
rejected 
is 
wide-ranging and decisively 
disproves Kennedy's repeated 
assurance that if the country 
would only elect a Democratic 
President 
to 
work 
with 
a 
Democratic C o n g r e s s , it 
would be all systems go. 
It hasn’t been so. Congress 
has refused 80 per cent of tho 
White House-sponsored bills. 


THIS 
ISN’T 
peculiar 
to 
President Kennedy. Except in 
the field of bi-partisan for­ 
eign policy, every Democratic 
Congress 
serving 
under a 
Democratic 
President 
from 
1938 through 1962 has been 
substantially unresponsive to 
the White House. 
This 87th Congress resisted 
Kennedy’s advocacy of medi­ 
care. It refused his plea for a 
Department of Urban Affairs. 
It mutilated his farm bill. It 
cut up his tax bill. It redeem­ 
ed none of his promises of 


federal aid to the p u b l i c 
schools It took no initiative 
to 
redeem 
the 
President’3 
pledges that new' civil rights 
legislation would be the “first 
business” of the new Con­ 
gress. 


These are not minor meas­ 
ures to be explained away by 
the shrug of a presidential 
shoulder. These were top-pri­ 
ority 
presidential 
commit­ 
ments on which he waged 
much of 
his 
campaign. De­ 
spite the nearly two-thirds 
Democratic majority in House 
and Senate, they went by the 
wayside. 


It wasn’t that the Congress 
was so busy that it put them 
off for another time. Except 
tor civil rights, which the 
President did not deem it p ru ­ 
dent to press, it did consider 
them —and rejected them. 


AS HE CAMPAIGNS across 
the 
country 
Kennedy 
will 
h a \e a num ber of achieve­ 
ments to stress. He will have 
the signal accomplishment of 
the Trade Expansion Act in 
behalf of which the Presi­ 
dent’s leadership was decis­ 
ive. He will have the man­ 
power re-training bill, the U. 
N. Bond issue, the needed 
postal rate increase, the Satel­ 
lite 
Communications 
A c t , 
tightened drug control, stand­ 
by 
public works, 
and the 
boon to business from the tax 
incentive for new investm ent 


Most of these measures re­ 
ceived a substantial bi-parti­ 
san vote. This is a source of 
strength to the President— 
but also a source of weakness. 
It revealed that even with 
large Democratic majorities 
Kennedy had to gain consid­ 
erable Republican support to 
pass any controversial domes­ 
tic legislation.

Excessive Salt Intake Linked 
High Blood Pressure In Test

N EW YORK (UPP— Some per 


sons have to consume as much 


as 30 times more salt than oth­ 


er persons in order to taste 
salt, and this is medical sci­ 
ences 
newest evidence 
that 
salt consumption is somehow 
involved in causing persistent 
high blood pressure. 
Physiological scientists gen­ 
erally believe there is some 
kind of link between salt in 
the diet and high blood pres­ 
sure. The accumulated evidence 
in support of such a link is 
voluminous, and some scien­ 
tists believe salt is the cause 
or among the causes of the 
disease. 


Put just how salt could 
produce such an effect re­ 
mains In the realm of theory.

gests it could be related to 
quantity— that a little salt is 
harmless hut large amounts 
are dangerous.
